In tho case of the 
Cliallonger, seized Litis season, her captain 
iiiaiiit.'uns he was on his way to tho Arctic 
ocean on a walrus hunting expedition and 
that he did not even got into tho Beh- 
riiig's sea, but was in a harbor nearer the 
Pacific cleaning hia vessel and taking 
water when the cutter seized him on sus- 
picion.

'I'he 
foregoing wurda may |iei'li:i|ih li;ivc a 
boastful hound, but tlial it is .n.i liy any 
means an empty boaal let i he In u f rr\ n'w 
of the military syalem uf t'.uiiida, wloch 
it is the purpose of this article to present, 
bear witness. Previous to the confedera- 
tion of tho Canadian I'roviiii'es into mie 
Domillliill, tile I'trilinh :;i iVeTli liiriil as 
sullied aliiiosi entire icsj ji .usil )iht y I"', tin- 
country's defence. It held lorlilKatiwus, 
barracks, and military and naval n sn vr 
lands, and maintained garrisons m eaeli mI 
the provinces, while every province had a 
more or less utticiunt volunteer militia as 
an au.xiliary force. Al the .same time it 
has always been a jiart of I lie 1 niperial 
policy t<i urge upon tin- coldnies in .'dl 
parts of tho world the iiiip-irlance of pro- 
viding so far as possible tlieir own means 
of defence — by land al alleve'iits; and one 
of the chief reasons why llie rii'ilisli .-iii- 
thontles tunk liralty an lulel'esl iii the 
schunio of coiifederathiii, was that when 
thus united under one ^<>>'erlnnent, the 
Canadian colonies wniild lie in a far better 
position to Jiroviile .'idecjuate means of 
self-defence than when they weru simply 
a chain of independent iviiicus. It was

Tlie present inilitary .lystum of Canailu 
may bo thus Humiued up : 

1. A periiiiilieiiL depart m ■iil ;il, m- .nl 
niiniatrative organization, h ealed at Ot- 
tawa, and presided over by iU>j minister 
oi oiUitiA and dofeuce, who holds u seat 



ill tho cabinet, and in many re.speels cor- 
responds to tlie secretary of war of the 
United States. 

2. A permanent military stiilf at head- 
quarters, presided over by;' tho'.general 
oflicer cbininftnding tho forces, who is al- 
ways some tlistinguished otlicer of the 
British army lent to Canada for a period. 
There is al.so a amall pornianont atatt' in 
each of the twelve military districts into 
which tho Dominion is divided. 

3. A siuuU number of pornianont corps, 
\rhoBe members, enlist for throe years' 
continuoiiB Bervic&:uridor pay; and while" 
doing garrison duty, and available at a 
moment's notice for tield-aervice, their 
orgaiiizjitiona form schools of milibiry in- 
struction, to which ollicora and non-coiii- 
ijiisBioued olUcurs of tho volunteer sorvico 
can attach themselves for courses oftraiu- 
iiig and sbudy^ounder pay, in order to 
ipialify themselves for commissions in the 
militia. .A more thorough and elaborate 
coiir.se of study ia further provided by the 
Royal Military College at Kingston (the 
Canadian Weat Point), wliero a four- 
years' courno for cadets under a highly 
organized staff is obtainable. 

4. Tho Active Militia, consisting in 
round numbers of 37,000 volunteers, are 
citizen aoldiers in tho trues! sonso. They 
are armed and eipii])ped by die govei'ii- 
mei.f , but paid onlj for flic short periods 
of annual drill reijU red by tlio regulntiona 
or when called out liy tlio Crown for the 
defence of tho country from invasion, or 
for the Buppression of rebellion, or when 
ordered out in aid uf the civil power upon 
reiiui.sition of magistrates — as, for in- 
stance, in tiie event of actual or appre- 
hended riots. 

The law provides for tho maintenance 
of a due streiiglh of active militia by bal- 
lot should that be necessary. But it is 
not. On the contrary, to so large a de- 
gree have the people inherited the martial 
Hjiiril of tlieir ancestors, that tho militia 
department has continuously llad appliea- 
limis for permission to organize voliuileer 
corps, iiuicli ill e.xeosa of the ipiola for 
wliosi; projier eipiipiiieiit and training the 
resources of the department can provide. 

5. .-\nd last is the Reser\-e Militia, con- 
sisting, as the statute declares, of the 
"whole of ihe men who are not serving in 
the active militia," between the ages of 
eighteen and sixty, witli some clearly de- 
lined exceptions. It coinpri808,therefore, 
the entire ahle-liodied male population, 
liable to military aervico upon grave enier- 
gency, but neither mustered, armed, 
nor drilled. Tlie strength of this reserve 
.at present, according to the ceiisii.s .statis- 
tics, would be about 1,(MX),(X)0 men, whom 
the law dividesiiito four cla.saes, according 
to their age and tho strength of ftmiilj' 
claims upon theiii for support. In order 
that the eiirolnieiit may be carefully taken 
and the militia organization perfected for 
purposes of coiiimaiid, the whole coiinlr_v 
is divided into military districts, sub- 
divided into brigade divisions, again into 
regimental divisions, and lastly into com- 
pany divisions. So as to interfere as little 
as possible with the ordinary routine, the 
limits of these regimental and cumpaiiy 
divisions are made as nearly as praet icable 
identical with the limits of the territorial 
di\ isions for electoral and iiiuiiici|ial piir- 
piises. 

The military spirit of the Canadians is 
e\ iiiced by the fact that there are always 

more wanting to enlist than the animal 
ap)irci|iriations will permit. 'I'liis fond- 
ness for the pinup and tiapiiiugs of war is 
found iiarticiilarly throughout the Kiiglish 
provinces. In the French province it is 
largely confined to the eitir.^. l e rural 
pi ipiil.atioii cariii," li'liv '■■■i such things. 
From the .\th.....ic ocean to the Pncitic the 
blare of bugle, the mil of drum, and the 
measured Iraiiil) of marching feet may be 
heard in every city, town and village dur- 
ing certain portions of the year. One of 
the most potent attractions that eninl 
inent in the militia holds out to tho young 
man with strength enough to handle a rille 
and uei vi- enough to slniol straight wit li 
it, ia the system of tiring coiii|)Olitioiis, 
which is about as complete as it well 
could be. It begins with eucli company 
in a regiment having its annual competi- 
tion, which is confined to its own inember.s. 
Then the whole regiment unites for a 
11 niipet it ii m nil a larger scale. Then each 
province gat hers its rillemen together into 
line general conteat, at which substantial 
jirizes are held out to the shooters. Fin- 
ally, the Dominion authorities every 
.lilt limn summon to Ottawa the picked 
mm from each province, and these com- 
[lete with ono another on the Ilideau rille 
range, Ottawa, for really splendid |irizes 
in the form of trophies, cii])S and iiiom-y, 
the latter ranging from sums like twn 
hundred and tifty dollars domi to live, 
while the former comprise some costly 
works of art. Tempting as these prizes 
an-, however, there is an hoi, or which tlie 
coiileatants value more highly than the 
best of them, and that is to he among the 
tojj twenty in the grainl aggregate; for 
this means being ono of those lucky fel- 
lows who will the following yciir be sent 
by the governiiient across the ocean to 
try tlieir skill in iiiiirksmanship 
•igi'liist the rille-iueii of (ireat 
Br.U'Un, liiilii, and .'lUstnJ a, ujioii the 
historic Wimbledon Common. Naturally, 
therefore, a jiositiuu on this Wimbledon 
team is very eagerly coveted, for it iiieans 
a delightful trip under the jileasantest 
possilile auspices, a jolly good time in 
merry nld Knglaiid, an opportunity to 
compare note.s with some of the liiiest 
viiliiiiteer forces in the world, besides of 
coiiise the chance to win both glory and 
g.ild by doing well at the butts. Anotliei 
1 1 aiis .At l.iiit ie coiii|ietitii>n in which the 
lieinrs iif the (.'aii.-idian forces eiig'age ia in 
t he iiiaiiagemeiit of artillery and hi'avy 
ordnance. Tills takes place annually al 
.Shoeburyness, and a team of artillerynien 
whoso l)rawn is equalled only by t-huii 
skill, is carefully chosen from the ditl'ei - 
ciit batteries and sent over. The success 
uf the team has been iiolliiiig short of 
|ilienonieiial. Year after after yi^ar it lias 
swept everything before it, winning al 
most every prize for which it entered, and 
causing the highest ojiinioii of Canadian 
nie.ins .iiid methods to bo ontortained by 
the iiiilit.iry inagiialus of Great Britain. 

I'eii ]iictures are given of the various 
cominaiidiiig ollicers and the Canadian 
"West I'.iint," the Koyal military college, 
receives lengthy inontion, while the au- 
thor concludes tlut ho has clearly shown 
that the development of ui>[)ropriftto 
means for self-defence wliicli ia naturally 
nut r.-ijiiil 111 count ries the chief emngies 
of whose peojile are concentrated upon 
the Mlrug!.;le for comfort and cuiiipeteiicu, 
has made progress in t'aiiada to a greater 
degree than might reasonably have been 
expecled. While, no doubt, the present 
inililary .■iysleiii Would prove altogether 
iiiadei|iiale fur ollenaivi! ai'timi, it is an 
cuiiiplete fur defensive purpiiaes as I In- 
cii'i iiinslani;es of t he country or the pos- 
siliilil ies of the future render nticessary. 
The sti eiigl li of lhat .system lies not so 
iiuieli in the educational and instructional 
facilities provided, as in the fact that the 
law under which the force is iiiaintaiiied 
apiilies uniformly to the whole Dominion. 
Service is coiii|mlsoiy either for drill, 
iiiaiiileiiance of interiuil ordei, or I'Ui- 
poses of defence, whenever voliinleeis ilo 
not come forward for onrolmonl in the re- 
ipiired iiiiiiiber; and (iliiiUy when at drill, 
uii serv ice, or in uniform, both olliceis 
and ineii are subject to the same ilisci- 
pline tiiat governs the Boldieni of the im- 
]>eriul regular arniy.
